:3e labored under thehalucination that 
lis neck was broken, and insisted that 
a physician be summoned. 
Uis rela- 


.ives endeavored to convince him of his 
error, and tried to persuade him to g-o 
to bed. 
He refused to lie down, and 


insisted on remaining sitting xip all 
night. 
Late Sunday night the family 


retired, leaving Thomas sitting in a 
rocking chair. 


At 3 o'clock the sister was awakened 


by an agonizing scream from her 
mother,. ^Yhen she emerged from her 
bedroom she found her mother lying 
on the floor, while Thomas stood over 
her brandishing an ax. The floor was 
covered with blood, and from'an ad- 
joining room her other brother could 
be heard moaning in the agony of 
death. The girl ran through the house, 
and finding all the doors locked opened 
a window and jumped to the ground. 
She remained at the window, and as 
Thomas made no attempt to follow her 
she stood and watched him at his mur- 
derous work. 


The maniac seized a can of coal oil, 


and after pouring it over the floor and 
furniture set it on fire. He then drew 
a butcher knife across his throat and 
fell by the side of his mother. The 
poor girl attempted to extinguish the 
tiames, but they spread so quickly that 
in less than ten minutes the house was 
a mass of fire.^ 


The screams' of the girl awakened 


the neighbors, and they .rushed to the 
scene, but the flames had already fin- 
ished the work which the maniac had 
commenced. 


When the blazing timbers had been 


controlled sufficiently to allow a search 
of the ruined house, four bod ies were 
found, blackened and charred in the 
ruins. They were those of Mrs. Porter- 
check, her youngest, daughter and her 
sons, James and Thomas. 


Investigation showed that the moth- 


er, daughte'i- and son Jamc-s had been 
horribly mutilated by an ax. It was 
probably Thomas' intention to kill his ' 


sister .Mary, also, but her lilc «'as 
saved by the screams of-her mother. 
The mother had been an invalid for 
the past twelve years and had been 
confined to her bed during that time. 
No theory is advanced for the sudden 
fit of insanity which overcame the 
young man.

The committee went so far in its work, 
however, to discover that the task 
which has been set it is a very difficult 
one, and still a task which it is very 
necessarj' should be performed. The 
navy is at present suffering from a sur- 
feit of officers, and Senator l!utier's 
committee is expected to find a way to 
weed out the surplus without doing in- 
justice. 


The tendency of a navy organized on 


the plan of ours is to grow top-heavj- at 
all times and this tendency was accel- 
erated by the large number of cadets 
which entered the national academy 
during the war. The officers -who were 
thus created have proved too numerous 
for times of peace, and the time is now 
at hand when they are reaching the 
higher ranks the glut is beginning to be 
seriously felt. During the long session 
of the present congress Secretary Her- 
bert went before the committee and 
submitted his ideas by giving his testi- 
mony and_also embodied them in a bill, 
but the committee does not appear to

A New York Justice Setn Aside Hlg Award 


as Keferce. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—Another rem- 


iniscence of Grover Cleveland as a 
law practitioner in this city ii the ac- 
tion of James W, Saxton against the 
elevated roado for damages to his prop- 
erty, and in which Juati'oe Patterson, 
of the supreme court, Monday entered 
a judgment for the plaintiff. The ac- 
tion was begun in 1888. 


After a long reference before Mr. 


Cleveland he rendered a decision that 
neither side accepted, and both ap- 
pealed to the general term. The. gen- 
eral term made allowance, and then 
the oaso proceeded to the court of ap- 
peals on an appeal of the roads. A 
reversal and new trial were ordered. 
There was no referee in the second 
trial, Justice Patterson going over the 
whole case. He finds that the fee was 
damaged 52,000, and that tho loss of 
rental is S150 a year. 


Mr. Cleveland's total award is 553,200. 


The total award of Justice Patterson is 
$3,900. Justice Patterson has added an 
extra allowance of S150 and costs to 
Saxton. Justice Patterson, who gives 
the present judgment in the Saxton 
case, appointed Mr. Cleveland referee 
in that case.

A thick fog enveloped the 
city, but the populace was astir at the 
earliest possible hour and at the same 
time the troops detailed to take part 
in the funeral ceremonies commenced 
moving 
toward 
the 
positions as- 


signed to them. The cathedral was 
packed with distinguished persons 
including representatives of all the 
imperial ^ and 
royal 
families 
of 


Europe, ^the funeral services were 
conducted 
by the metropolitan of 


St. Petersburg and the metropolitan of 
Moscow. The former conducted the 
czarina to her place near the coffin, 
which reposed in state in the center of 
the cathedral. The czar and grand 
dukes and the members of the rO3^al 
families present took up positions on 
the right of the coffin and the many 
military officers in attendance were 
grouped behind the bier. On the left 
were the foreign ambassadors and min- 
isters and their staffs while grouped 
around in different parts of the cathe- 
dral were countless delegations from 
Russian cities and elsewhere, including 
the numerous delegations from France. 
The funeral services began at 10:30 a. 
m. and lasted until about 4 o'clock. 
Over thirty members of the royal fam- 
ilies of Europe, attended by glittering 
suites, were present. 
After the long- 


service, the czarina, the czar and oth- 
ers present took a last farewell of the 
remains of Alevander III. The czar 
then laid the imperial mantle over the 
body of his father and the coffin was 
carried by the czar and certain of the 
princes to its tomb. 


Enormous ci-owds of people gathered 


on both sides of the Neva long before 
the ceremonies commenced. The open- 
ing ceremon3r was announced by three 
cannon 
shots 
from 
the 
fortress, 


The 
czar, 
the 
imperial 
family 


and the royal mourners were re- 
ceived at the door of the cathedral 
by the metropolitan of St. Peters- 
burg and by all the members of the 
Holy synod bearing crosses and holy 
•water. The imperial -party formed a 
solemn procession, which marched up 
the aisle \mtil the czar and the other 
mourners 
reached 
their appointed 


places. The funeral service then com- 
menced and during its progress tapers 
were handed to all the mourners. Then 
the high priest, with a burning torch, 
lighted the czar's taper and afterward 
did the same with those held by the 
members of the imperial family, after 
which the priest lighted the tapers of 
all the other mourners according to 
rank. 


The clouds of incense, followed by 


the solemn chanting of the priests, 
gave the most wierd effect to the whole 
scene. At the conclusion of the funer- 
al services the members of the impe- 
rial family paid their last respects to 
the dead czar, kissing the icon lying 
on his breast, 
The czar assisted the 


czarina, who was terribly affected. 


The most impressive^ portion of the 


ceremony was at the lowering of the 
late char's remains in the vault by high 
civil ofticers of the government. As 
tho coffin disappeared from view the 
loud booming of cannon and the salvos 
fired by platoons of infantry from the

through the church, mingling with the 
words of the burial service, and the

please all with hifpolitical ideas/ But 
he need not occupy any equivocal posi- 
tion. He ought to have 
character 


enough to possess a political habitat. 
"A man without a party" is the next 
thing to "a man without a country." 
He is in error who thinks to smooth his 
way by denying to himself any politi- 
cal characteristics. 
Here 
again a 


preacher has a right to a party. And 
the people respect this right. Minis- 
ters have been known to live for years 
in given communities concealing so 
successfully the while their political 
convictions as to awaken hopes in two 
directions all at once. A bothersome 


At tho Portsmouth District Confer- 


ence in session at Ironton this after- 
noon, Rev. 13. L. McElroy read the 
following unusually interesting -paper 
on the interesting subject of "The 
Preacher in Politics": 


Our subject involves a proposition. 


]t plainly asserts the fact that the 
preachers are already in politics. This 
is as it should be. Sometimes the 
same thomo is dnscussod under the 
form of several queries, "Should the 
pre;iehor ever go into politics?" etc. 
And the varying forms in which the 
question is put usually echo a grave 
doubt as to the propriety of any clergy- 
man attempting to meddle with politi- 
cal affairs at all. Wo have read able 
articles on the preacher as a political 
failure and taken our share of good 
strong advice to have nothing to do 
with politics. But a minister, like any 
other man is born with a life involving 
very much of the political. Nowhere 
else in all the wide world is it so nat- 
ural for all men to become interested 
in politics. Iu poiut of fact we 
are 


born into politics, hero in this govern- 
ment by the people and under all exist- 
ing circumstances it is hard to see how 
n preacher can ever in a manly way 
get out. A man is not shorn of any 
privilege nor yet released from any 
duty on the more ground of his being 
a preacher. lie is one of .the" millions 
who constitute a nation and is likely to 
hnvp an average man's appreciation 
of the honors of citizenship, along 
with an average willingness to bear 
his share of the burdens. But, after 
all this is hardly the question. Very 
few have any doubts as to a preacher's 
full rights in these directions. Most 
would grunt to him permission to take 
an active part, if he choose, in affairs 
political. Anil, then, informed people 
understand that the preacher has not 
been the conspicuous failure as a polit- 
ical worker that some have endeavored 
to make out. History contains the 
names and deeds of too many Luthers, 
Uieliclious and Wolsoys—ecclesiastics 
who have made the world feel their 
power in state-craft. 
Tlio main con- 


corn is that a preacher in politics 
should observe a correct behavior. And 
this is nu important matter to tho 
preacher and many 
others. 
It 
is 


largely a matter of behavior, and cor- 
rect political behavior cannot bo taken 
for grunted on the part of the ministry. 
This is a point deserving of attention 
from all. Somebody, traveling through 
the United States, has observed that 
every American citizen assumes the 
role of a statesman and makes free to 
htuullo any problem of state or national 
importance with a confidence that is 
assuring. 


Here every man has his opinions. 


Mingling in this mass o'f homemade 
statesmen is the omnipresent parson, 


who, 
together with sundry views of 


life," has invariably his set of political 
ideas, his "Bcccham's Pill" for the cure 
of all political and social ills, and true 
to his Americanism he is almost certain 
to rise up and speak. Right here in 
this free intercourse with his fellows 
comes a place for the testing of a 
preacher's behavior, and here is a good 
opportunity to put uny person's breed- 
ing to the proof. 
At this point so many 


(lis-jlose a sad defect. 
Judging from 


all we e;ui see and hoar wo are forced 


committee once waited upon thoir pas- 
tor and demanded of him his party 
affiliations. 
He turned on them and 


said, "Brethren, that's none of your 
business!" This was a good answer in 
a way, yet a frank avowal would have 
been better. As preachers we ought 
not to be slaves to any organization, 
and must be independent in a large de- 
gree, yet our usefulness will suffer 
if we do not march with some one 
of 
the parties. 
A manly minister 


should own political views which he 
would be willing to proclaim from the 
housetop—if not from the rostrum of 
his church. Woe be to him who thinks 
by artful dodging to please everybody 
as to his politics. We recall an amus- 
ing contour drawn to show the editor 
in his daily walks. He was drawn high 
on tip-toes, attempting to pick his way 
down an avenue where people's feet 
were so closely crowded together as to 
have transformed the editor into a con- 
tortionist in his endeavors "to keep 


off." 
Seeing it we thought instinct- 


ively of another path like unto it and 
in no sense "a primrose path" either. 
How utterly impossible in the existing 
state of affairs for the preacher to suit 


cies. And it is more by such omni- 
partisan efforts, than by attempting to 
operate morals aloneV that the work of 
the future • is to be done. With all 
who 
oppose 
the 
introduction 
of 


"offensive 
partisanship" 
into 
pul- 


pits 
we are' in 
hearty 
accord. 


The 
"offensive 
partisan" 
is 
an 


abomination everywhere, but a seven- 
fold abomination in the pulpit. 
To 


our mind this practice of regular 
ventilation of one's own private views 
in the pulpit has much to oppose and 
nothing to defend it 
Until we reach 


that degree -of equanimity that will 
enable a set of men representing one 
party to hear with toleration another 
man's avowal of political views out- 
side^ the pulpit, we shall regard it 
madness to try the same work in the 
pulpit. And then a preacher must not 
forget that first of all he is a preacher, 
whatever else he may do must be 
of a secondary nature. The main work 
of his life ought even to be kept be- 
fore Mm. St Paul had a fine use of 
common sense. 
We clearly recognize 


"The lawfulness of all things," yet 
confessed 
himself 
to have 
been 


guided by the "expedient." 
No man 


can set inexorable rules for another. 
Circumstances vary almost infinitely. 
To a large extent each man has to rely 
on his judgment and his conscience as

to concede that tho development of po- 
litical good manners and good sense 
has not yet become excessive in Amer- 
ica. 
If a man offend not in this inter- 


change of views, the same is a perfect 


man, 
It is so hard to hold one's tongue, 


so easy to turn it loose. People who 
deport themselves with entire correct- 
ness elsewhere often display very "bad 
form" as to political behavior, and the 
preacher gets into a deal of trouble 
here, 
All men ought always to bo 


Gentlemen, but then they are not, and 
our good brother, tho preacher, cannot 
bo safely relied upon when it comes to a 
matter of airing political views. 
Out- 


observation is that much of tho feeling 
engendered against ministers as politi- 
cal factors, is due to their assuming 
along with others a now code of man- 
ners when politics come up.

disgusted, even to nausea, a mem- 


ber of his flock who held Democratic 
principles, because of his outspoken 
Republicanism in the pulpit. 
A Pro- 


hibitionist made Republicans sick and 
Democrats mad by the unfolding of his 
views on the liquor question and a 
member of the Republican party has 
awakened a whirlwind of wrath about 
his head from the Prohibition quarter 
by a single reference. 
Oh what a 


beautiful 
spirit 
of toleration 
and 


brotherlmess is displayed in all these 
events. A brother of one party in 
one 
breath 
denounced 
a preacher 


roundly for political utterances, and in 
the next turned and so brutally assailed 
a third brother as to have inflicted 
wounds that will not soon heal over. 
Who shall hope to become all things to 
all these men—headstrong1, impatient 
and fairly teeming with intolerance to 
any one who cannot articulate their 
shibboloth? He had better .not try. 
liul. a preacher can pay the uttermost 
farthing of his political duties without 
giving any just cause for offense. 
Let 


a poacher be a gentleman in all his po- 
litical affairs and he will eliminate the 
bulk of trouble. Let him learn that 
toleration, a part of religion, is also a 
part of a true citizen's creed. Let him 
know that when he becomes denuncia- 
tory and abusive to any one who dif- 
fers, ha is no prophet nor "the son of 
a prophet," but only a vulgar black- 
guard disgracing his manhood. Let 
him know that vituperation dirties 
any man's mouth. Let him know that 
the preacher who slashes right and 
left iu politics forsakes sense 
and 


breeding and common decency. When 
a preacher does wrong he must not 
hope that mankind will "count it unto 
him for righteousness.." By all means 
let the preacher stay in politics, if for 
no other reason than to show how a 
gentleman ought to behave himself in a 
ticklish position. 


But now as to the pulpit. 
What 


shall be our rule regarding pulpit utter- 


his political deliverances in the pulpit. 
But. if we may trust the judgment of 
matured men we can always know that 
it is safe to proceed with a wise mod- 
eration. When we hear the censure 
heaped upon extremists, it does appear 
wiser to forego a strong inclination 
and perhaps leave a right unexercised 
than to put our usefulness in jeopardy. 
But to that "political animal," the 
preacher who knows how to keep his 
duties at a proper poise, who actually 
loves the right better than any set of 
theories about it, and who goes peace- 
ably to the discharge of all his duties, 
very little annoyance and no harm can 
come.

The origin of the order of the Golden 


Fleece is, like that of our own garter, 
shrouded in mystery, says the London 
Telegraph. Very few modern archae- 
ologists attach any credence to the 
vulgar tradition, wholly unsupported 
by any authority, that, at a court ball 
given by Edward III. a lady, supposed 
to be the countess of Salisbury, dropped 
her garter, and the king, taking it up, 
and observing some of his courtiers to 
smile, as though they thought he had 
not obtained this favor merely by acci- 
dent, exclaimed in a loud voice: "Honl 
soit qui mal y pense." 


There is another opinion 
which 


traces £he origin of this order, which, 
according to the learned Selden, "ex- 
ceeds in majesty, honor and fame all 
the chivalrous orders of the world," to 
Richard Cocur de Lion having, upon 
tho occasion of some warlike expedi- 
tion during his wars in Palestine, 
chosen B leather-thonged garter as 
the distinctive mark of his partisans.
